The 
poisoning of his pet dogs was accident¬ 
al. She never spoke disrespectfully of 
him to his friends or guests. She al¬ 
ways accompanied him to the depot on 
his departures and was there to receive 
him on his return. In her home she 
has a large statue of him in the hall; 
in her bedroom she has his portrait, 
done by a famous painter, and she has 
his photograph, and the dishes she 
used were souvenir ones, stamped or! 
etched with his portrait. Such, in 
brief, is the character and conduct of 
Mrs. Cody extending over a long 
period of her married life. 

“In return for this wifely devotion 
the plaintiff has been cruel to her and 
has heaped indignities upon her. ‘ Even 
if it were true that the defendant had 
at times been impatient with him, and 
such impatience has been considered as 
indignities, it is also true that she 
had much to contend with. There are 
some allegations in the answer that are 
not sustained by the evidence. From 
the evidence it does not appear that 
the plaintiff was so addicted to gam¬ 
bling as to impair his business abilities 
of trustworthiness.

Ten Miners Caught. 

Princeton. Ind., March 23.—An ex¬ 
plosion occurred in the mine of the 
Princeton Coal and Mining company, 
•ix men being killed and four injured. 
Of the killed, all but one were dead 
when found in the mine. Their bodies" 
were rescued two hours after the ex¬ 
plosion. the delay being caused by tb** 
Inability of the rescuers to combat tlr 
afterdamp. The five injured, including 
George Dill, who later died, were 
brought to the surface 30 minutes after 
the explosion. They were found heaped 
together in an unconscious state. The 
cause of the disaster is not known, 
save that it resulted from a powder ex 
plosion. The miners were making 
their blasts previous to leaving the 
mine, and the greater part of the 
miners had ascended. Whether It wan 
a premature shoi or an overcharge is 
not known now, nor is it known who 
fired the shot. 

Rood Feared at Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg. March 22.—A heavy rain¬ 
fall over the entire watershed of the 
Monongahela has produced a swell in 
all streams In this vicinity, and Pitts¬ 
burg Is threatened with a serious flood 
Weather officials anticipate at least 
85 feet of water In the local harbor 
Should the river reach the predicted 
height. Btreetcar traffic between this 
city and surrounding towns will be al¬ 
most suspended, while the railroads up 
the Monougabela valley will have to 
suspend traffic Already a number of 
mills have shut down as a result of the 
water putting out the fires. From 
three to five feet more of water la ex¬ 
pected up the valley, and a total of 
$0,000 employes are likely to be Idle.

Talk of Peace. Japan Will Insist 
That Russia Build No More 
Warships For a Term of Years 
Situation at the Front. 


Paris. March 27.—It was stated 1 b 
diplomatic quarters here that among 
the conditions of peace which Japan 
might ask would be that Russia give a 
pledge to build no more warships for 
a term of years. A diplomatic official 
said that such a condition would be 
the most effective means of assuring 
Japan against Russia's carrying out 
her cherished project of naval re¬ 
armament for the renewal of hostili¬ 
ties under better conditions than 
those at present existing. It Is well 
known that Russia contemplates a 
huge plan of naval rehabilitation. Ad¬ 
miral Doubasoff, the bead of the tech¬ 
nical board of the admiralty: Captain 
Clado. formerly chief tactical officer 
under Vice Admiral Rojestvensky. and 
other Russian naval authorities re¬ 
cently have taken the position that 
peace was desirable until a naval re¬ 
construction could be completed. This 
appears to have stimulated Japan * 
diplomats to consider means of avoid- 
lLg a peace that would be equivalent 
to no more than a truce during which 
Russia would have time to force an 
effective weapon, and therefore the in¬ 
timation Is now given that limitation 
of Russian naval armament may fig¬ 
ure as a means of ensuring a pro¬ 
longed peace in the orient. 

Concerning the recent preliminary 
approaches toward peace, it Is now ac¬ 
cepted In the highest diplomatic quar¬ 
ters that these preliminary negotia¬ 
tions did not occur here, although 
Paris may have been the channel 
through which the results were trans¬ 
mitted to 8t Petersburg and Tokyo. 
However. It is noticeable that there 
fcas not been the slightest reference in 
Prench newspapers to the peace more 
ment having taken tangible form here 
OT elsewhere, except In continued aca¬ 
demic discussion of the peace pro pa 
and a few vague St. Petersburg 
dispatches showing that peace is In 

* the air.__ 

Field Marshal Oyama Talk#. 

Tlenuln. March 27—Field Marshal 
llarquls Oyama gave his first inter¬ 
view since coming into the field. He 
refused to discuss the probability of 
peace "I am only a soldier." be said, 
•oota politician. The Japanese gov- 
•rnment will arrange terms of peace 
when the time comes. We were forced 
go fight this war in the interests of 


International peace and for the safety 
of our country. Personally. I have a 
high regard for the Russians. They 
are soldiers. The officers and men 
are brave and able and have fought 
well. But our army, both soldiers and 
officers, have performed their duty as 
Japan knew they would. I was min¬ 
ister of war for Japan for 16 years, 
during which time conscription laws 
were passed. I have closely watched 
the making of the Japanese army, 
which has proved what I say. that the 
officers and the men . have fulfilled 
every hope, as I believed they would 
in the older days, when the Japanese 
army was composed of the 8amurl. 
professional fighting men. The mod¬ 
ern army was drafted from all classes, 
yet all our hopes have been fully real¬ 
ized by the work this army has don# 
in actual war.” 

Wholesale Arrests. 

St. Petersburg. March 23. — In con¬ 
nection with the peasant revolt there 
have been 500 arrests In the Dvlnsk 
district, where, besides sacking and 
burning property and compelling the 
owners to seek refuge in the towns, the 
rioters are killing cattle and felling 
trees. In the Kleff district It Is report¬ 
ed that forged'document* have reached 
the local authorities ordering the sale 
of state lands to peasants at ; absurdly 
low prices. These documents are be¬ 
lieved to have been circulated by rev¬ 
olutionists In order to promote a revolt 
of peasants. 

Japanese Loan. 

Tokyo, March 27.—General aatlsfac- 
tlon Is expressed at the success In 
placing the foreign loan. The domes 
tic loan was oversubscribed several 
times and it Is probable a portion of 
it will be allotted to foreign subscrib¬ 
ers. The foreign applications amount 
to several million dollars. The suc¬ 
cess of the foreign and domestic loans 
strengthens the feeling of confidence 
that Japan will be able to finance the 
war without difflanlty or embarrass- 

Governor Assassinated. 

8t. Petersburg. March 21. — A dis¬ 
patch from VIberg. Finland, says: 

Governor Mlaaort ioff was shot and 
seriously wounded by a boy of 15 
named Mattl HJalmar Retnlkke. who 
Immediately afterward was arrested. 
The youth admits he Is a revolu¬ 
tionist. He balls from Kurikke. 
Paris, and northwestern Finland, but 
recently has been living in Stockholm 
to avoid arrest on account of his 
known revolutionary Ideas.
